NO REFORM YET. 


Civil Service reform makes 
little headway. The non-partisan 
Civil Service Commissioners in 
their first three months have 
made no appointments, not even 
of their own staff. Deputy minis- 
ters have done nothing in the 
way of re-organizing. their 
departments in accord with the 
new law. Between the machine 
politicians who try to control the 
patronage, and the Commission - 
ers, who probably desire to carry | 
out the law, there is a struggle, 
with the result that matters re- 
main as they were, the two Com- 
missioners meanwhile drawing 
their $5,000 each in salary. 
Meanwhile the Premier is re- 
minded of the promise given in 
writing when he was a candidate 
in Ottawa, that he would recom- 
mend an increase in the salaries 
of the rank and file of the Civil 
Service, and would have it dated 
back to the first of September. 
This pledge, made in an election 
campaign by a candidate seeking 
the civil service vote, places the 
Premier in peril of disqualifi- 
cation. But so farit can not be 
charged that he has carried out 
the promise, since only the higher 
Officials have received an in- 
crease,

The opinion was expressek by 
the Councillors that the price 
asked was too high, as lotsin the 
very heart of the town were sold 
at no higher price, therefore 
Councillor Pidgeon introduced a 
motion, which was carried, offer- 
ing Mr. Cowell $600 for two of 
the best lots and $1000 for the 
other five. 

The meeting then adjourned. 


Seed Testing Station at 
Calgary. 


The Seed Testing Station es- 
tablished at Calgary by the 
Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture is beginning its third 
session’s work. It has been a 
very popular institution, so much 
so that during the season of ‘07- 
‘08 nearly 5000 samples of seed 
were received to be tested. This 
was a greater number than had 
beenanticipated and consequently 
tne capacity of the Laboratory 
was not sufficient to handle ag 
promptly as might be desired. 
This year the number of germ- 
inator has been increased and 
larger accommodation secured so 
so that the work may be done as 
quickly as required. 

Owing to peculiar crop con- 
ditions last year the greater part 
of the work was the testing of the 
vitality of grain. An equally 
important feature of the work 
done at Calgary is the testing of 
graing,. grasses, clovers and other 
seeds of purity from weed seeds. 
While it is possible for anyones 
to make a germination test for 
himself, the Purity test requires 
a technical knowledge of seeds 
that many farmers may not have. 

Both these tests are made free 
of ct.arge to any farmer, gardiner 
or seed merchant who sends a 
sample to ‘Seed Laborator, 
Dominion, Department of Agri- 
culture, Calgary.’? The sender 
should mark his sample ‘‘Purity” 
or ‘‘Germination,’’ or both, ac- 
cording to what test is wanted. 
It is not necessary to send any 
letter 80 long as this mark and 
the sender’s name and address 
are marked plainly on the pack- 
age.

President Bower’s Address 
to A. F. A. 


At the last meeting of the 
A.F. A. President James Bower 
closed the year with the following 
addrese: 
Gentlemen: 

I know that it is usual on oc- 
casions of this kind for the 
chairman to take into consider- 
ation and review some of the 
doings uf the yeaz. For me to do 
this in any formal effective way 
at this time is rather out of the 
question, my being away so much 
this year on the work of the Pork 
Commission has left me some 
what out of touch with the work 
of the association and since 1 
came home the needs of my own 
personal affairs have been very 
pressing. But if I had needed 
anything to convince me that our 
assoviation was a power in the 
land my trip through the province 
would have accomplished that. 
The attitude of the farmers them- 
selves at the different places was 
a good object lesson in itself. At 
points where our associaiion was 
represented there the Farmers 
seemed to have some contldence 
in themselves and in their ability 
to put up a fight against injustice 
and in an offort to improve 
existing conditions but where we 
were not organized a different 
feeling seemed to prevail, though 
each individsal was quite inter- 
ested in a general way yet they 
seemed to think that for them as 
individuals to interfere was 
useless. : 

Then as to the attitude of the 
merchants and business men to- 
wards us, we see it in the trades-

Port | Men in our small towns they show 
Arthur and west, Manitoba, Saskatch | by their advances to us that they 


are willing to treat with us and 
grant us concessidns we could 
never hope tc got as individuals. 
We can see too thatthe larger 
institutions recognize in us a 
force that they are compelled to 
take notice of and it is almost 
pathetic to see the efforts they 
are making to convince us as to 
immensity of their institutions 
and how it would be impossible 
for us to attain to them or to live 
But it is only the 
old cry, ‘‘Great is Diana of the 
Ephesians” then again studying 
the attitude of the politicians as 
regards our association, they are 
men who make a speciality of 
studying the signs of the times 
and that they are watching us to 
see what strength we may devel- 
op, to see if we will stick to- 
gether and what are the chances 
of our probable growth and that 
they are laying their lines ac- 
cordingly all goes without saying. 
Some may pretend to ignore us 
but we have unmistakable 
evidence that they are beginning 
to realize that they cannot afford 
to do so and right here I would 
say that We need more than ever 
to assert ourselves and if need be 
carry the war into the enemy’s 
camp. We find men everywhere 
who are anxious to educate the 
farmer and that is all very well 
where these men are qualified 
teachers but about nine times out 
of ten they are not,yet these men 
are very sure they know it all 
and the trouble is that we by in- 
activity allow these men to push 
themselves forward and be at the 
head of affairs. It is said that 
the most ignorant man is the one 
who does not know that he does 
not know and we want to put our 
case before these fellows in such 
a way that they will find this out. 
While it is a good thing to edu- 
cate the farmer along the lines of 
better production and we can’t 
have too much of this education 
yet we all know that the best way 
to teach us this is to make it 
worth our while. It would te 
amusing if it were not so ag- 
gravating to hear thedissertations 
of these would be teachers when 
before the Pork Commission. I 
asked the question why it was 
that the pork packers could not 
afford to pay more for live hogs 
when the price of cured meat was 
so high and when the farmers

Take for instance repairs 
on machinery. When you buy a 
machine and get a price Jist for 
repairs you expect to be able to 
get your repairs where you got 
you machine at the prices quoted 
but when you come to need them 
you find you have to wait till the 
local agent telegraphs, phones 
or writes his company then some 
times after repeated mistakes in 
sending the wrong article you 
are billed with the quoted price 
plus the unnecessary express, 
telegraph, or phone message 20 
50 per cent local agents fees and 
this udded to the cost of delay 
make expensive repairs. 
sometines a so called expert is 
sent out and if you study him 
closely you will often find that 
his expert qualifications are more 
along the lines of deceiving the 
farmer into believing that itis his 
own fault and that the machine 
is all right and in charging a high 
price for these ‘services rather 
than in putting the machine in 
proper shape. The prices we 
have to pay for poor material and 
workmanship in our implements 
because our manufacturers are 
so highly protected that they 
don’t have to give us anything 
better, and a great many other 
things I might instance are all 
things we will have to suffer until 
we rise in our might and call a 
halt.

Our greatest weakness 
is the tendeny of each inaividual 
to shirk his responsibility and 
leavehis work for the others. 
Let us each co his part.

Canadian Cattle Top Market. 


Eagle Butte, Alberta, was rep- 
resented on the Chicago market 
Monday of this week, Nov. 380, 
with 18 loads of cattle consigned 
to Clay, Robinson & Co., b 
Wm. Mitchell, John Read and D. 
D. Blue. The steers brought 
$4.55 to $5.75, and the cows $3.75 
to $4.50, the latter prices in each 
case being the extreme top figures 
that day. These gentlemen ex- 
pressed their entire satisfaction 
with the manner in which the 
cattle were handled at the yards, 
as well us the prices secured. 
Considering the severe storms 
encountered on the way to 
Chicago the cattle weighed out 
fairly well. —Calgary Daily 
Herald, Dec. 7th. 

Here is another argument in 
favor of the propaganda s0 vigor- 
ously waged‘by Geo. F. Root for 
such reciprocal relation with the 
U.S. as would remove the duty 
on Canadian cattle shipped to 
U.S. Markets. Their prices are 
practically double what are re- 
ceived here. The irony of the

Live 
stock conditions in U. S. indicate 
good markets.

It seems sometimes to 
us as if no kind of abnormality in 
demand or supply could ever 
make such change in the price 
quoted to the western trade. Ours 
is the least fluctuating live-stock 
market in the world.

COOKING APPLES 


It Is a poor housewife who has the 
apples at ber disposal and will not see 
to it that her family table {fs -nbun- 
dantly supplied, with the king of 
fruits, cooked or uncooked, and tbat 
liberal provision {s made at the same 
time for the lean wintry days to come. 

lor cooking a moderately tart apple 
has the preference. Sweet apples re- 
quire a-much longer time for baking 
or boiling and never reach the same 
stage of tenderness. Just-now tbe Red 
Astrakhan is in perfection, and. jelly 
made from it is exquisite In color and 
delicious in flavor. 

Apple Jelly.—Wasb the apples clean, 
cut out all Imperfections, but do not 
peel_or core. Put Into an earthen jzur, 
set In a pan of hot water or cvok in 


water to keep from sticking to the 
pan until mushy and fender. Be care- 
ful that you do not let the apples stick 
and scorch. Cover closely to keep all 
the steam in. ‘When ready pour into 
a jelly. bag and let the juice drip 
through. To every pint of the juice 
allow a scant pound of sugar. Put 
the sugar in shallow pans In the oven, 
leaying the door open, so the sugar 
will not get hot enough to melt or turn 
yellow, and put the juice in a clean 
kettle over the fire. Cook the juice 
just twenty_minutes from the time It 
reaches the boiling point and add the 
sugar, which should be hot enough 
to hiss as {it strikes the hot juice. Stir 
until dissolved, remove the spoon, boll 
a moment longer, then turn into 
glasses that Lave been rinsed in hot 
water. This jelly will be firm, clear 
and of a deep rose pink, It may be left 
unflayored or flavored with a_ little 
Plneapple cooked with the apples, with 
lemon juice or rose geranium. For the 
latter simply'lay a rose ‘geranium leaf 
In the bottom of ‘the glass In which 
you are to pour the jelly and turn the 
hot jelly over ft. The addition of a 
quince for every dozen apples also 
gives a fine‘ flavor. to the jelly. 

Apple Jam.—To every ‘pound. tart 
apples, pared, cored and chopped, al- 
low three-fourths pound sugar and the 
juice of the finely cut’ yellow rind of a 
lemon. For eacn three pounds of apples 
add.a heaping teaspoonful of ginger. 
Stew together for an hour, stirring 
frequently. with n wooden spoon, turn 
In pote or. jars, cover carefully and 
keep In a cool, dry place.

Favors Government Railways. 


Sir:— 

I have been reading with interest, 
the articles appearing in the News and 
other papers, in reference to pork 
packing, cattle industry, transpor- 
tation, ete. 

I am taking this privilege of giving 
my idea to the people. In the first 

lace we have to consider the great 

istance and the cost of getting our 
produce on the markot. This leaves 
the producer at the mercy of thegreat 
companies or combines, and if we get 
more opposition it means a division of 
business, and thus greater cost. or 
larger combine, und.the investment of 
money in opposition roads some times 
means only more bonds ‘to pay in- 
terest on and the freight rate kept up 
to pay the interest. 

I believa the only solution of. the 
question is Provincial Government 
ownership and operation of our rail- 
ways within the Province, ‘except .the 
through lines east and west, also Pro- 
vincial ownership and operation of the 
elevators, pork packing houses, and 
export stock trade generally. 

hese things run on nomperty. lines 
and on a large scale, as the govern- 
ment only could do it,:and at cost 
would give the producer the actual 
price less cost of getting his produce 
market. 

The Premier has come out of ‘his 

shell and told us the government was 


going to inaugurate a vigorous rail- |} 


way policy. I understand the idea is 
to bonus and guarantee the bonds of 
private conipanies to encourage them 
to build. : 

Is there not more reason in the Pro- 
vincial Government getting the Dom- 
inion bonus of $3,200 per mile, and 
giving their bonus oy 200, per mile, 
making a total of $6,400 per mile, and 
guarantee Alberta Government. rail- 
way bonds for the balance of the. cost 
of railways.

Then the government operate the 
roads at running expenses for the first 
three years, and after that pay the in- 
terest on the bonds, as well. The

Under the sbove heading, a 
writer calling himself ‘‘Spittah,’’ 
in the Alberta Homestead, dishes 
up some good copy for the benefit 
of the farmers of Alberta.- He| 
says: 

We hear a lot about govern- 
/ment packing plants, chilled meat ' 
;and government elevators, Some 
lof us chuckleheads have been, 
wondering how a meat packing: 

plnnt is to be supplied without 

railroads, which should run to a} 

centre, bringing in stuff by the| 
thousand. One day’s - hauling | 
wouldn’t make one day’s killing 
in these parts, i.e., of pigs. It: 
strikes one old hay seed that; 
these new projects will require 
more varied means of communi- | 
cation, more rapid than at present 
and more frequent. Haula load | 
cf good pigs in a wagon 10 miles 
‘to a packing plant, and weigh 
before starting, and on arrival, 
and the loss per pig. of fat, may 
be from 10 lbs. to 20 lbs. If you 
have many pigs figure your 
shrinkage, if you can, and what 
it would be by a curcuitous and 
slow route to market, taking sev- 
eral days to reach the packing 
plant, and then there will be 
found to be more farmers’ profits 
vanished into the air. 

What the loss to farmers and 
ranchers in Alberta is, and has 
been, in shrinkage, by the ship- 
ping ‘of live stock on foot is, and 
will ever be, impossible to the 
acutest mathematician to com- 
pute. The Western man_ is 
prodigal and careless of detail, | 
but a thickening population will 
entail attention, and many good 
people should in the future be 
sasily able to make a good liv ing | 
ipon what we waste and throw 
away. We ship our hides to Great} 

‘Britain on the backs of the, 
animals. These hides are tanned 
and sent back to the States, and 
we send to New I[*ngland for 
shoes and pay 30 per cent duty, 
lon those coming into our own 
country, possibly made from 
,Alberta grown hides that have 

travelled 1,000 to 12,000 miles 
before being put upon these feet. 
Is there another country extent. 
,quite as slow or prodigal of its| 
;own resources Why couldn’t we} 
‘dress our own beef, ‘tan our own| 
ihides and make our own shoes at 
home, then save on the shrinkage 
of our live stock and sell meat 
,instead of cattle on the hoof. We 

ean use the Hudson Bay route, 
the Georgian Bay canal and the 
jdeeper Welland canal, all and 
jevery route, i.c., by the time they 
jare finished we shall be ready for 
‘them, but first one must have 
local roads to put produce quick- 
ly upon the main feeders. 

He deals with the Alaska wheat 
question after this fashion:

Montreal Woolen Company De- 
cides to Liquidate Because of 
Unfavorable Tariff. 


Montreal, December 13.—An- 
other tribute to the effectiveness:

Montreal Woolen Mill company 
decided to liquidate in business 
asserting that under existing 
conditions they could not operate 
their mill profitably. 

The company has been in busi- 
ness since S78, and has an ex- 
tensive power plant on the canal| 
bank here. Their business has' 
suffered in common with other 
woolen business under the liberal 
tariffs, and when it became ap-, 
parent that the Laurier govern- 
ment would be in power for an- 
other four years and would do: 
nothing to relieve the woolen in- , 
dustry they decided to quit. The} 
closing down will throw a large 
number of hands out of work.
